‘The Saskatchewan River is rising 
at the rate of four inches an hour 
and nas risen ten fect since yester 
day. The boom at Walter’s miil has 
broken Joose and valuable lumber is 
being washed down the stream and 
Jost. To the Chronicle, Mr. Walters 
said t day he could not tell yet 
what th: loss would likely amount 
10, but it would be considerable. 

The rise is unusual, as anticipated 
last winter when such an abnormal 
amount of snow fell, the water from 
which is just now rushing down from 
the mountains. The logs and lum- 
ber are floating around in the river 
and all the stocks, both up and 
down, are in the same predicament, 

Word reached the Journal office at 


two o‘clock this morning that © the 
large boom belonging to the Hd- 
'monton Lumber Company had broken 
loose and that all atempts to check 
it had proven futile. This disaster 
strikes a hard blow at the men in- 
terested in the company in that the 
total lumber swept away représents 
over one million feet. There is a 
probability of quite a large number 
of the logs being picked up by mils 
further down the river and in that 


event scalers will be appointed to 
‘measure the amount picked up so 
that the lumber company may re- 


|ceive some compensation. 

At the last reports the boom was 
being held at Fraser’s mill and some 
hopes of saving it were entertained.

convince the jury that Orchard was 
committing a crime in falsely swear- 
ing away the lives of innocent men 
in the hope of saving his own. They 
used the very language with which 
‘the witness answered their questions 
against him and constantly and force 
against him and constantly and forte- 
fully implied that it was put into 
his mouth by men controlling him. 

The series of efforts to break down 
the witness’s testimony gave to the 
trial a degree of dramatic intensity, 
and compelling humanity that grip- 
ped every man and woman who 
watched and listened. Orchard’s en- 
durance failed when they recited to 
him the story of David and Uriah, 
that Detective McPartland related to 
him when he came to seek a confes- 
sion. He tried to keep them back, 
but tears filled his eyes and he rocked 
unevenly like a fainting woman. ‘

After leaving 
Bolton, theeline takes in the towns 
of Tottenham, Alliston and Beeton, 
all of whigh are ceatres of rich agri- 
cultural districts, It runs within 
five miles of Barrie, and on to Cold- 
water, where it crosses the Midland 
division of the Grand Trunk. Beyond 
Coldwater it passed into’a wilder- 
ness hitherto known only to the lum- 
ber jack and the lumber ranger, and 
makes its way to Bala through cut 
and burnt timber limits, remarked 
for their abundant and newgrown 
verdure. The fact that it is a re- 
gion of granite, while it does mot 
tend to agricultural prosperity, 
makes the country picturesque to the 
tourist. At certain points the 
path of the railroad has been blast- 
ed through huge boulders, Tho vis- 
‘tors. observe from the windows in- 
groundhogs and other 
beasts peculiar to the wilds, The 
project some of the C.P.R. officials 
have in view is to build a spur line 
from, some point beyond Coldwater 
to Midland and skirt the shore to 
Owen Sound. When the line is com- 
pleted a year hence beyond Bala, it 
will run through Barnesdale, Parry 
Sound, Bying Inlet, until it taps the 
main line at Ramford, a short dis- 
tance from and east of Sudbury. The 
length of the line from Bolton to 
Romford will be 226 miles, 

The party was greatly impressed 
by the very fine roadbed which has 
| been provided. The track is laid 
| with 88-foot steel rails, 80 pounds 
to the yard, and each rai] has 18 
ties beneath it, One of the engineers 
estimated that with this track and 
roadbed the C.P,R. could on an emer- 
gency run at a speed of eighty miles 
an hour with safety, fpme of the 
“‘iining’’ and ballusting of the north- 
ern stretch has not been completed 
yet, but the company officials are 
possitive that it can be opened for 
regular traffic on June 22. The aim 
is to delay the opening until every- 
thing is in perfect shape. A feature 
which impressed everyone was the ex- 
ceedingly neat and handsome stations 
which have ‘been built at all points 
on the line. 

The work of construction was toa 
great extent put through lest year. 
lt has been operating as far as Craig- 
hurst in Simcoe County since last 
November. 

In the meantime, however, the final 
official inspection will be made. It 
is a single track line, though it ie 
probable that the tracking will be 
doubled in the course of the next 
f.w years. 

The opening of the new line wi'l 
result in the inauguration of a very 
much improved C.P.R. service be- 
tween Toronto and the Muskoxea 
Lakes. Two entirely new trains 
will be put on, and a decided  im- 
provenent in time will be made 
throughout the rest of the service.
